Wieckert Harvests 


Large Alfalfa Crop

Although there are a large num- 


ber of fine fields of alfalfa in Outa- 
gamie-co, the season has not been 
exactly right to produce naylng 
yields of seed. 
One of the best 


fields contains 30 acres and is on 
the farm of Walter H. Wieckert, 
route 4, proprietor of the Wieckert, 
farms. He is one of the most suc- 
cessful producers of alfalfa "seed 
in this section of Wisconsin. Two 
years ago he threshed about 80 
bushels of seed. 
As soon as Mr. Wieckert discov- 


ered that he could expect no seed 
from his field, he immediately cut 
his crop for hay and got a very 
satisfactory yield for this season. 


He intends to market his surplus 


alfalfa hay. 


Mr. Wieckert has a machine on 


his farm bailing hay and bails his 


amount of money actually invested 
in the property.

A few years ago, when this prin- 


ciple was first advanced by Mr.' 
Justice Brandeis, it was regarded 
as confiscatory. Today it has all 
the appearance of offering the most 
generous kind of protection to the 
investor in utility stocks. The rea- 
son for this change is in the change 
of the price level. 


The basic principles which the 


courts have set for the public ser- 
vice, commissions in the matter of 
valuing utilities derive from a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court known 
as Smyth vs. Ames. This case was 
decided in 1898 and it has been in- 
terpreted to mean that the main 
consideration in valuing a utility 
for rate purposes should be the cost 
of replacing it, less depreciation. 
In 1898 that seemed an ungener- 


ous principle. For in the thirty-four 
years up to 1898 prices had been 
declining so that in 1898 the cost of 
replacing something built, say, in 
1880, had fallen. But from 1898 on, 
by a curious coincidence, prices be- 
gan a steady rise and, of course, 
during the war they made a violent 
rise. They remained above the pre- 
war level all through the twenties. 
Thus in the thirty years up to 1928 
the cost of replacing was generally 
higher than the original investment. 
The result was that utility investors 
profited greatly, since they were 
allowed to charge rates on a valu- 
ation that was larger than the mon- 
ey they had actually put into the 
industry. Consequently, up to 1923- 
'29 the utilities were fervent ad- 
vocates of the replacement princi- 
ple as set forth in Smyth vs. Ames 
in 1898.

i German' leaders failed to appeal to the 
German people with anything convincing 
as "their purpose. Finally and because of 
the American propaganda Germans be-

The military had no answer because it 
expected to change its aims and purposes 
depending on its fortunes at the front. 


In this situation the Germans became 


, a bewildered population. 
The war lost 


all meaning to them. And without morale 
victory is impossible. 


Dr. Thimme continues: 
"In such a war a people needs a spiri- 


tual idea, a conviction of being m the 
. right. . 'S'rom the other side the ideals of 
world peace were being proclaimed even 
more loudly while the German govern- 
ment kapt silence. No wonder then that 
a large portion of the German people fin- 
ally saddled responsibility for the continu- 
ance of the war on their own govern- 
ment, as had been dinned into their ears 
thousands of times, by the enemy propa- 
ganda." 


If the Junkers conclude that a modern 


war is impossible of success without civil- 


1 ian control of the government it will be 
in a sad mess, for their notion of power 
and authority is built on the thesis that 
the military is most competent in every 
field and should in time of war, rule all. 


IS "MASS EDUCATION" DOOMED? 
A few years ago prominent American 


educators were lamenting the growth of 
"mass production" in the United States. 
Colleges and universities 
had 
record- 


breaking enrollments, thousands of young 
people who were not capable of assimilat- 
ing a higher education were flocking to 
the campuses, and many institutions were 


t almost swamped with the rush of appli- 
cants. 


Right now it looks as if the depression 


;.-taM «iUt*lr changed that condition. Lat- 


est reports from educators are that thou- 
sands of under-graduates will b« unable to 
return to school this fall. Enrollments 
everywhere are 
due to drop sharply. 


Probably not a school in the land will 
have reason to complain of an excessive 
number of students. 


The only trouble with this is that it 


won't weed out the right people. Among 
the young people whom financial diffi- 
culties will keep out of college are thou- 
sands who deserve and need a college ed- 
ucation. The nit-wits who waste the col- 
leges' time are as apt as not to be back 
with bells on. 


THE DECEMBER SENATE 


The November election will have an 


important bearing on party divisions in 
the Senate during the forthcoming "lame- 
duck" session of Congress meeting in De- 
cember. 


Three of the newly elected senators 


will take their seats at that time because 
they are elected to fill the unexpired terms 
of the late Senators Harris of Georgia, 
Morrow of New Jersey and Waterman of 
Colorado. 


When Congress last adjourned division 


in the Senate was made up of 48 Repub- 
licans, 47 Democrats and one Farmer-Lab- 
orite. Included in this division was the 
Republican who took the place of Senator 
Morrow and the Democrat who replaced 
Senator Harris, both to hold office until 
the next regular election. Senator Water- 
man, a Republican, died after Congress 
had adjourned. 


Senator Harris' successor is bound to 


be a Democrat but should a Democrat be 
elected in both New Jersey and Colorado, 
it would give the Democrats 49 seats, or a 
majority of one. Should a Democrat be 
elected in either of these two states, the 
situation in the previous Senate would be 
reversed, the alignment being 47 Republi- 
cans; 48 Democrats and one Farmer-La- 
bonte. 


In the last session the 48 Republican 


votes, constituting one-half the member- 
ship, assured that party's control by rea- 
son of the -vice-presidential vote in case of 
a tie. 
Should the situation be reversed, 


the balance of'power would rest wholly in 
the hands of the Farmer-Laborite, sug- 
gesting interesting possibilities in the or- 
ganization of the Senate. 


SOLDIERS AND CANDY 


The fact that it was the soldiers of 


Alexander the Great who put the word 
"candy" into general circulation is prob- 
ably not "a discovery that will cause his- 
tory books to be rewritten. But it is one 
of those sidelights on history that mean 
a great deal to those who like to get a 
human, picture of the men of long ago. 


This business about candy, as you 


probably remember, was disclosed before 
a recent convention of chemists at Johns 
Hopkins university. 


Alexander's soldiers, it seems, got into, 


India during Alexander's great expedition 
to the east, and found the populace ad- 
dicted to nibbling at bits of a sweet root 
—something, evidently, very like sugar 
cane. The people of India called this con- 
fection 
"kand"; 
Alexander's 
soldiers, 


adopting both the confection and the 
word, soon made "candy" part of the lan- 
guage, and the word has stuck ever since. 


But it is not so much the origin of the 


word that is interesting as it is the light 
that the story throws on the fighting men 
of Macedon. 
Soldiers, apparently, are 


soldiers, in the fourth century B. C. or 
the twentieth A. D. Modern soldiers have 
an insatiable fondness for candy; so, ap- 
parently, had the soldiers of Alexander's 
army. 


And this, after all, is the sort of in- 


formation we're always looking for in our 
history books and seldom finding. 
We 


are told in great detail about what the 
famous old armies did, but we don't often 
get much detail about the soldiers them- 
selves; and it is details of that kind 
that would make history more fascinating. 


The Macedonian's fondness for candy 


is only a starter. What more can we learn 
about them? 
Did that army have its 


hard-boiled top sergeants? 
Did the buck 


privates bellow continually over 
their 


food' 
Were there "dog robbers" for the 


officers7 


Questions like these are not unimpor- 


tant; they are the sort of thing that a 
lot of people would like very much to 
know. Alexander's men, for instance, will 
always seem more human to us because of 
this anecdote about the candy.

LANSING'S NEWSPAPERS 
| 


Lansing, the capital of Michigan and a city 


Of nearly 80,000 people, will hereafter get along 
with only one daily newspaper. The Capital 
News has been absorbed by the State Journal 
because the former was losing money faster 
than the people back of it could take up the 
deficit. Consolidations of this kind have been 
going on rapidly of late, demonstrating the fact 
that under present conditions the newspapers 
have been as hard hit, or harder, as other busi- 
ness AH newspapers are sold at a small frac- 
tion of the cost of production. The difference 
between the costs of publication and the sub- 
scription receipts is made up by the advertis- 
ers. During the past two years or more the ad- 
vertising volume has gone down to such a low 
point that many newspapers are in the red, the 
advertising receipts being insufficient to make 
up the difference between subscription receipts 
and cost of production. But for the intense po- 
litical fight in Wisconsin, there would be but 
one daily newspaper at Madison, as both papers 
are losing money and the' organ of the state ad- 
ministration is being kept going by political 
pap It is our prediction that if a change of ad- 
ministration occurs because of the November 
election, there will be a consolidation of news- 
papers in Madison; and if this happens, the 
people of that city will be better served and 
the business interests will save money by rea- 
son of their ability to reach the public through 
one advertising medium instead of two.—Mar- 
inette Eagle-SUr,

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Psychology in Dummy Play 
Is Important in Bridge 


Coats Take Lead in Fall Fashion Parade

- Much has been said of the use 
of psychology in correctly bidding 
Contract hands. However, the op- 
portunity to "fix" an opponent by 
the use of psychology does not end 
in the contracting. A really fine 
Dummy player is marked not only 
by his technique and ability to exe- 
cute difficult end-plays (as there 
are probably scores ot players quite 
capable-in that respect), but by his 
ability to lead the defense into 
channels which best suit his purr 
poses. 


The good dummy player knows 


that he is not a magician and can- 
not make tricks out of nothing, 
somewhat as a magician would 
take a rabbit out of a hat, but 
realizes that to 
really 
"steal" 
tricks, he must have the coopera- 
tion, even though it be unwilling, 
of the opponents. 
Therefore, he 


must give them every opportunity 
to err, give them as many guesses 
as possible, and capitalize^on any 
slips they may make. He should 
-make his play of the Dummy as 
deceptive as possible, try to mask 
his intentions and give erroneous 
impressions of his holding. 
He 


should conceal the weaknesses and 
hide the strength of his hand as 
much as possible. Each hand o_f- 
iers different ways of doing this, 
and it is up to the resourcefulness 
and ingenuity of each individual 
Declarer to find the best way of 
leading the opponents from the 
straight and narrow. 
The good Dummy player knows

Depths of Ocean 


Hamilton, Bermuda—OP)— A new 


deep sea diving mark of nearly a 
half mile was added to the world's 
records today. 
Dr. William Beebe, New York 
scientist, and Otis Barton, inventor 
of the "bathysphere," a newly de- 
vised diving apparatus, descended 
2,200 feet below the surface of the 
Atlantic here yesterday, and broad- 
cast their impressions over the ra- 
dio from the depths. 


The 2,200 feet was several hun- 


dred feet farther down than Dr. 
Beebe, noted as a deep sea explorer, 
had ever been. The "bathysphere" 
protected them from a pressure of 


4,800 tons, enough to have flattened 
both of them if the apparatus had 
failed. 


The experiment was made seven 


miles off Nonsuch Island, Bermuda, 
from the tug "Freedom," 
which 


rode in glorious Bunshme atop a 
heavy ocean swell. The "bathy- 
sphere" was lowered over the side 
and Gloria Hollister, colleague of 
Dr. Beebe took the microphone un- 
til he himself could be cut in. 


Dr. Beebe hoped to reach 3,000 


feet but was prevented from doing 
so by leakage of the sea water in a 
stuffing box through which the 
electric light cables entered the 
diving apparatus. 


The scientists said they had seen 


many ocean marvels of great scien- 
tific value at the newly explored 
depth.

Last night Dr. Gumming dis- 
patched to Boise via 
airmail 
packet of "parrot fever" convales- 
cent serum for treatment of the 
Idaho senator's wife. 
'"The only case' arising from an 
imported bird since we started the 
quarantine was a customs officer 
at San Diego, who went out to 
ship and brought a bird ashore,' 
said Dr. Gumming. "All the rest 


arose from domestic birds, and all 
thus far have been from the west 
coast" 


A study of psittacosis among do- 


mestic birds, made two months ago 
by Dr. H. E. Hasseltine of the Pub- 
lic Health service resulted in a 
recommendation for further inten- 
sive efforts to locate the focal point 
of the disease and work out a con- 
trol system. 


This will be done, the Public 


Health service indicated, as rapidly 
as limited appropriations allow. 


Extensive investigations of the 


disease by the service led to the 
system of treating it with conva- 
lescent serum which now has been 
invoked for the treatment of Mrs. 
Borah. Dr. Charles Armstrong, au- 
thor of the Public

Second important factor is the 


fact that the states of Hungary, Ru- 
mania and Jugoslavia chiefly pro- 
duce the very commodities that 
have crashed furthest in price. 
Their cereals, animal products, pet- 
roleum are worth half their -1929 
value.Heavy Borrowing Cited- 
Third, the Danubian states have 


borrowed more-heavily in propor- 
tion to their resources than any 
other states in Europe. Their com- 
bined total public debt is a little 
over four billion dollars. This does 
not include several hundreds of 
millions ol dollars of private bond 
loans from abroad and does not in- 
clude their - short-term credits. 
Many of these--loans _were made 
during the prosperous days of 1926- 
29, at rates of interest factually 
running as high-as 10 -per cent and 
averaging perhaps 8 per cent, and 
even the 
Governmental debt to 


abroad pays -5 tct 6 per cent. This 
permits an- estimate that the-total 
drain on the seven countries lor 
debt service is at least $300,000,000 
a year. = _ - . - - - „

«• Fourth, all these states-are infla- 
tion-conscious. 
They- have either 


themselves-" experienced the cata- 
strophic .effects of an unlimited in- 
flation or _have_ witnessed it next 
door. 
They know that, next to 
warc ifc is _the most painful calamity 
that-can be/ -inflicted upon a mod- 
ern society.

Lastly, all these states are torn by 
two sets of rpolitical and racial an- 
tagonisms, their, own and those of 
the great Powers. Not even the al- 
lied states, -as those of the Little 
Entente, ~ ,are genuinely - - friendly 
tword. eacb^-other, and .the nonaHied 
states =are at times fiercely hostile. 
None will admit being "Balkan." In 
Vienna they say, -"Going down to 
the Balkans? Going to visit Hun- 
gary?"1^ Budapest they say, "When 
you get to Belgrade and see the 
Balkans . . ." In-Sofia they remark, 
"It's so different in the Balkans, 
down in Rumania." In Bucharest 
they simply bar the word Balkans 
from polite conversation. A large 
degree of contempt colors each na- 
tion's refercene to the others. 
Influenced by Powers 
These 
individual 
antiphathies, 
based on a. thousand .years of fight- 
ing, are influence upon them of the 
great Powers. The efforts of France 
are unremitting to extend the con- 
trol she already exercises over 
Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia and 
Rumania to as many of ther other 
states as. will submit to her. Ger- 
nope of building a Mitl el-Europa 
with her old allies,' Austria and 
Hungary. Italy has obtained domin- 
ant power over. Albania, consider- 
able influence n" Hungray and

drain upon their stocks of gold and 
foreign currency.

states, n order to keep on the gold 
standard even if only nominally, at- 
tempted to check the grain by the 
most drastic of means—by legal re- 
striction of the exchange of their 
currency into foreign 
currency. 
These destructions with astonishing 
speed decimated their foreign trade 
and dectause the Danubian states 
are so dependent upon their foreign 
trade they are now stagnating eco- 
nomically to a degree unknown 
elsewhere in Europe. 
The excessive drain on their gold 


and goreign currency stocks is illus- 
trated by Austria, whose banks at 
the outbreak of the Credit-Ansalt 
crisis owed, exclusive of the Credit- 
Anstalt's debts, a total of $55,000,- 
000 on short term to abroad. Of this 
total $35,000,000 was repaid within 
the first few months of the crisis. 
Currency Compared 
The desperate and as yet success- 


ful efforts being made by the 
Danubian is illustrated by a glance 
at their foreign exchange quota- 
tions: Bulgarian leva at 100.55 of its 
gold parity; Jugoslav dinars at 
100 16; Rumanian lei at 100.15; Czech 
crowns at 99.93;Hungarian pengoes 
at 99.66 and Austrian schillings at 
87.70r but this last only outside the 
country. Not one of these currencies 
would be standing up if it were not 
for the restrictions on their free ex- 
change. 
• What these-restrictions have done 
to Danubian foreign trade is illus- 
trated by the fact that whereas the 
exports of all Europe have fallen 
off in the first half of this year by 
about 30 per cent, as compared with 
the -previous six months, the ex- 
ports of the Danubian countries 
have-fallen off by nearly 50 per 
cent. 
. What this means in the economic 
lie of the Danubian countries may 
be • appreciated by recollection of 
the estimate that at least 25 per cent 
of their total production must be 
sold abroad. A 50 per cent reduc- 
tion in their exports means that 124 
per cent ol their total production 
can find no marketh. If on the oth- 
er-hand it may be estimated that 
all of Europe is compelled to export 
but 10 per cent of its total produc- 


cence, or to fundamental reform 
and possible speedy recovery. 


Reversal Studied 


To remedy these conditions the 


measures now being considered in 
half a dozen European capitals arc 
those designed to reverse the pro- 
cess that brought the corditions 
about. "First and most 
essential 
measure is to lift the currency 
blockade, remove all restrictions on 
free exchange. 
But this can only be done if the 


inflation conscious countries 
are 


given some protection against the 
uncontrollable depreciation of their 
currency. This protection can only 
be given if the treasuries of the 
Danubian states are provided with 
sufficient funds to protect their cur- 
rencies during the period of recov- 
ery. Long term loans are not nec- 
essary, but a considerable sum of 
short or middle term money is nec- 
essary. 
Necessary also in the opinion of 
Europe's best students of Danubia, 
is a scaling down of the debt ser- 
vice owed 
by these 
countries 


abroad. Why, the debtors ask, 
should loans still be paid- for at 
1929 prices when commodities have 
sunk to 40 or 50 per cent of 1929 
prices? 
Why should capital con- 
tinue to be paid for at the 6 per 
cent interest rate of three years 
ago when the material goods upon 
the sale of which the interest rate 
is to be paid have sunk in price by 
half and through no fault of the 
debtor? In other words Danubia 
asks, "Why should we pay today 
100 bushels of wheat a year for the 
use. of a loan that we contracted to 
pay for in 1929 at fifty bushels of 
wheat a year?" 


Two Ways Out Seen 


Not only the small debtor nations, 
and not only the Danubian states, 
reflect that private debtors today 
have two ways out of such a situa- 
tion: either to achieve an agreement 
with their creditors to scale down 
the interest rate or to go bankrupt 
and pay nothing. The parallel is 
tempting, and every consideration 
displays the advantage to be gained 
by the creditor in agreeing to debt 
reduction. For if a railroad passes 


the reduction of about 30 per 
cent in its exports would mean that 
Europe as a whole has in the last 
six months lost the market for only 
about 3 per cent of its total produc- 
tion. Nothing could better prove in 
what respect Danubia is worse off 
than the rest of Europe. 


Excluding political factors, the 
purely economic cycle of events 
leading to today's conditions in the 
Danubian states may be summariz- 
ed thus: over-borrowing led to cred- 
it panic; credit panic led to sum- 
mary withdrawals; summary with- 
drawals led to fear of currency de- 
preciation; fear of currency depre- 
ciation led to currency restrictions; 
currency restrictions led to decima- 
tion of foreign trade; decimation of 
foreign trade led to reduction in 
government income; reduction in 
government income led to budget 
deficits; budget deficits led to in- 
creased danger of inflation, and 
here the way branches three ways 
—to the printing press and real dis- 
aster, to national repudiation of for- 
eign obligations and slow convales- 


into the hands of receivers the 
holders of first lien bonds at any 
rate may receive satisfaction. But 
if a nation goes bankrupt, finds it- 
self physically unable to meet, its 
obligations abroad, there is no re- 
ceiver for it and the holders of its 
bonds may lose their entire invest- 
ment. 
It is certain therefore that the 
plan for Danubian 
reconstruction 
will include scaling down of the 
present debts and a new loan to 
permit • the readjustment of Danu- 
bian currencies. The probability ,is 
also that it will include League con- 
trol over the use to which the loan 
will be put. These uses are defined 
in the results hoped for from this 
plan. 


Were an agreement reached for 


reduction of debt service, and were 
the Danubian countries to be given 
by the Powers a short term loan 
estimate at $100,000,000 to $200,000,- 
000 renewable if necessary, and to 
be disposed of under the control of 
League commissioners, the follow- 
ing are the steps and results that 
are anticipated by the proponents 
of the plan: 


Currency Freedom Sought 
At once, upon receiving the loan, 


the Danubian countries would lift 
all restrictions on the free exchange 
of their currency. At the same 
time "they would abandon their 
present artificial, police-supported 
currency level, let their currencies 
drop to an agreed level calculated 
on the basis of the fall in commod- 
ity prices, and go on gold again, 
that is, stabilize at a point where 
their currencies equilibrated with 


prices. This point, it Is estimated, 
would be from 30 to 40 per cent be- 
low the old par. 
' Going on gold again at a new, 
natural level should, in the opinion 
of the backers of this program, 
automatically lower export prices 
in terms of outside currencies and 
thus promote sales to abroad, and 
at the same time raise export prices 
a bit in terms of Danubian curren- 
cies and thus give the exporter a 
larger profit in his national money. 
It should not merely stimulate ex- 
ports but check imports and help 
establish an export surplus indis- 
pensable to any foreign country 
that expects to liquidate its ob- 
ligations. 
At the same time these measures 


should automatically decrease wag- 
es and salaries, help to balance the 
budget and diminish the internal 
debt structure to an extent about 
equal to the depreciation of the cur- 
rency^ provided the . Governments 
were strong enough to prevent any 
immediate move to raise wages to 
meet the currency drop. . 


Commissioner Useful 


At this point the real value of the 


League commissioner would be- 
come apparent. He would.be on 
hand not so rnuch to control and 
coerce the Government, as to sup- 
port the Government against the 
political pressure of its constituents. 
League experience has been that 
debtor governments generally want 
to be quite loyal in fulfilling the 
terms of a loan. But governments 
are under constant pressure from 
their bureaucracy and from their 
peoples, and it is against this pres- 
sure that the League commissioner 
is most useful. 
Comes a clamor for wage in- 


crease, a protest against civil ser- 
vice cuts, the Government regret- 
fully gestures at the League com- 
missioner: "It's his fault." 
The commissioner can stand it 
He is not dependent on votes. The 
situation in most Danube states to- 
day is such that further cuts in 
Government expenditure are essen- 
tial to balance the budget, but are 
practically impossible because po- 
litically impossible, with a League 


amount of the loan for re-leveling 
the Danube currencies. But France, 
England, Italy. Germany, Poland 
and Switzerland are today losing 
more than $200,000,000 a year of ex- 
ports to the Danube countries. In 
192S these six countries sold $431,- 
000.000 worth of goods to Austria, 
Hungary, Rumania, Czechoslovakia 
and Jugoslavia; today they are sell- 
ing at the rate of less than $200,000,- 
000 a year. Furthermore, if some 
measures are not taken, many, if 
not all, of the Danubian countries 
will inevitably 
declare national 


bankruptcy and their creditors will 
get nothing. 


Chief uncertainty in the outlook 


of Dnnubia for this sort of help is 
the attitude of France. 
Directly, 


Franca is less interested econom- 
ically in Danubia as a whole than 
cr>y of the European Powers. 
In- 


directly, ultimately, France is as 
interested in Danubia's fate us in 
the late of Europe, bound together 
as it is" by the steel bands of eco- 
nomic interdependence. But that is 
harder to make plain to an elec- 
torate, aiiS Danubia in 1928 bought 
from Franca but 
$54,000,000 of 


goods and in 1931 but $32,000,000, in 
both cases representing -only 3 5 per 
cent of Danubia's tola! imports. 


Germany, on the other hand, is 


economically the most interested 
Power. She sold Danubia in 1928 
$333,000,000 of goods and in 1931 
$228,000,000, actually increasing her 
share in Danubia's total imports 
from 21.1 par cent in 1928 to 24.7 
per cent in 1931. Thus, for France 
to support 
Danubia as a whole 


would be equivalent to France im- 
pro\ing Germany's sales far more 
than it would impiovo those of 
France Once more the problem of 
Europe's economic as well as polit- 
ical future conies back to the key 
question of France-German rela- 
tions. 


And France has three billion dol- 
lars of gold: Germany a bare 100 


millions of her own. France may 
choose to favor only her proteges, 
Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, Ruma- 
nia, or hope to make political vas- 
sals of the others in return for cred- 
it. But with a million unemployed, 
and economic laws working inev- 
orable to draw France also into the 
world's circle of misery, she may 
by now have developed a new sense 
of world economic solidarity. Laus- 
anne indicated a promise, no matter 
what the eventual fate of that 
agreement may be. for at Lausanne 
France went "economic-conscious." 
Danubia's fate depends on Eu- 


rope. 
It is 
essentially Europe's 


problem. The attitude of this con- 
tinent toward Danubia will make 
an instructive comparison with the 
attitude of Europe toward Amer- 
ica.

In this program, which may soon 


be officially sponsored before the 
World Economic Conference, there 
are manifold discoverable hazards. 
None is as serious as the hazards 
that face the creditor patrons ii 
nothing is done to interrupt the 
vicious circle of Danubian economic 
strangulation. 
The promises in the program are 
greater than the possible hazards. 
If at the same time that these meas- 
ures were put through, it were 
made another condition that the 
Danubian countries should nego- 
tiate among themselves the sort of 
individual, bilateral trade agree- 
ments President Masaryk indicated 
as acceptable, and if these bilateral, 
not general agreements, were like- 
wise extended to at least Germany 
and Italy, the results of this pro- 
gram might be as encouraging as its 
creators hope. 
Might Spur Wide Recovery 


It is conceivable that out of it 
might come a re-creation of Danu- 
bian trade. It is virtually certain 
that it would permit the payment 
of the scaled down service of Danu- 
bian's foreign debt. It is probable 
that it would permit the compara- 
tively speedy repayment of the con- 
templated stabilization loan. It is 
possible that out of the restoration 
of Danubian economy might come a 
stimulus to European and to world 
recovery that would be d*isive. 


The program outlined involves 


the risk of perhaps $200,000,000, the 


Germany against "France in Danu- 
bia. England oversees the entire 
constellation and for the sake of 
her Continental trade and banking 
seeks to be an arbitrating, conciliat- 
ing, stabilizing force. 


Out of this powder keg of nation- 
alism came the detonation that 
started the Great War.

The Austrains_ will still 
consider tKemselyes'the cultural su- 
periors of alf their neighbors; the 
Hungraians will still pride them- 
selves on being descendants -of 
Genghis Khan, greatest congueror 
in history; the Serbs will still ieel 
capable of wJiip,pmg_the entire lot;j.| 
the Bulgars wUl prove their title to 
most ancient inhabitants; the Rum- 
anians will- continue to declare 
themselves the legitimate heirs of 
the Caesars and -the Greeks will 
always be proud of being Greeks. 


War Danger Slight 


Today, however, despite the per- 


sistence of these patriotic feelings, 
and even despite the trade conflicts 
that have ensued as a result of the 
crisis, there is less danger of war in 
Danubia than at any time perhaps 
since 1918. The nations are too busy 
with economic troubles to think of 
war. It has been many months since 
border affrays disturbed the Balkan 
chancelleries. The territorial aspira- 
tions of the defeated nations have 
been almost forgotten in their aspi- 
ration to recover their economic 
balance. Even in Hungray the na- 
tional slpgan, "No, no, never!" re- 
ferring- to then- boundaries; is heard 
less frequently than ever. AH this 
is an immense asset on the balance 
sheet not only politically, but eco- 
nomically. 


It only remains for the great 
Powers to be persuaded that it is iii 
their own imperative interest that 
they agree upon a program of re- 
covery for Danubia. Today in the 
financial circles of Rome, Berlin, 
London and -even Paris the necessity 
of such a program is^not -only re- 
cognized, but an outline of possible 
measures has begun to take form. 
Passible Program Sketched 


Conversation with a number of 
these authorites permits sketching 
of a possible program that might 
mean economic recovery of Central 
and Southeastern Europe even be- 
fore world .recovery. The remedy 
they propose is based upon the fol- 
io-wing analysis:
